1,687 cases had been treated during the year 
and ninety-five visits made. 

A repurt of the Temperance Hospital was 
read by the matron, Mrs. S. M. Hornby. 
number of cases admitted during the year was 
125. The outside demand for nurses was 
greater — 2 plied, and there was 
urgent need of more 1 in the hospital. The 
Free Dispensary has also done @ good work in 
connection with the hospital. 

Mrs. J. B. Hobbs read an in report 
of the police-station work. This was orig- 
inated by the W. C. T. U. in 1882, when the 
organization was allowed to place a matron, 
Mrs. S. J. Littell, in the Harrison Street Sta- 
tion on condition that her expenses should be 

id. This was gladly done, with such a sat- 
isfactory result that the expenses were as- 
sumed by the city at the end of the first year, 
and the number of matrons has increased 
until now there are twenty-one matrons in ten 
stations. The number of individual female 
arrests at these ten stations during last year 
was 10,183 and the number of lost children 
1,121. The number of destitute women was 
574 and of destitute children 213, There were 
82 suicides.

In * oat we 
take the Chicago River as it is and south- 
wards so as to enable that river to flow by gravity, 
and not as at present by pumping, down into the 
Tihnois River; and so that the water flowing at 
the rate of a mile an hour, and there being about 
five miles of the Chicago River from the lake to 
the begianing of our channel, we will empty the 
Chicago River five times every twenty-four hours. 
The result of that will be, when the scheme is in 
operation, there will be no observable trace of 
* in the main chan- 


That provision of the law which calls on 
Chicago to cut a channel through the rock 
with a capacity for 600,000 cubic feet—actu- 
ally 750,000—was based in part on the asump- 
tion that about all Cook County draining into 
the lake would be organized into one sani- 
tary district, and that the water going down 
the main channel would be supplied in part 
only through the Chicago River and the South 
Branch, the capacity of which to furnish water 
never received much consideration. 

As the law stands, this Sanitary District is re- 
quired to cut a 600,000-foot channel in the 
hard rock for nineteen miles—the nine this 
side of the Sag being unticcessary on any 
hypothesis. It cannot be called on to send 
600,000 cubic feet of water down through that 
rock cut, until the happening of a remote and 
improbable contingency—viz: The agreement 
of Congress to pay for annual damages to 
overflowed lands below Joliet to the of 
the Illinois River. This is an unjust pt, 
then, to force the city to expend about fifteen 
million dollars because Congress may by 
vague possibility assume a heavy annyal bill 
of damages to please some people in the 
valley who want deep water navigation. 

Even if Congress were to promise to relieve 
this district from those overflow damages 
down the valley; it would be impossible for 
the Chicago Drainage District to furnish 600,- 
000 cubic feet of water, unless it spent over 
fifty million dollars in damages for enlarging 
the main river and the South Branch so that 
they could carry about 600,000 cubic feet a 
minute, The present capacity of the South 
Branch is considerably under 250,000 cubic 
feet. But with dredging and a little widening 
at a few places and the expenditure of one or 
two millions the capacity can be raised to 
250,000, The remaining 50,000 can only be 
supplied through a costly four mie tunnel 
along the line of Thirty-ninth street. Thus 
from both sources 300,000 cubic feet is the 
limit of practicable supply. 

The law puts the cart before the horse by 
fixing the size of the channel in the rock cut 
without stopping to think where the water is 
to come from to fill it. The Trustees and the 
people of the Sanitary District say that the 
quantity of water which can be furnished 
must determine the size of the channel. A 
refusal to amend the law in this respect will 
be the same thing as saying that no work shall 
be done, for the city has not the eighty or 
hundred millions to spend, which it would 
take to more than double the width and capac- 
ity of the South Branch and cut in the rock 
nineteen miles and fill with lake water the 
huge channel proposed by the law. If it is 
not to be amended the city would prefer to 
have it repealed and to fall back on the con- 
traet of 1865 with the State, authorizing it 
to widen and deépen the canal for the pur- 
pose of removing its sewage by gravity. 


Is IT A FACT? 

Carter H. Harrison is reported to have said 
in a recent speech that the Mayoralty of the 
City of Chicago belongs to the West Division, 
and that the people who reside on the west 
side of the river are demanding it as a right. 
Presumably the claim is made on the basis of 
population, but it is not necessarily a sound 
one for all that, though it may be conceded 
that the devious channel of the North and 
South Branches and the Ogden Ditch divides 
the people of the city into two nearly equal 
halves. 

A glance at the record for the nearly twenty 
years that have elapsed since the great fire 
shows that Mayors elected from the West Side 
have held office during the years named, all 
inclusive: Medill 1872.73, Heath 1876-’78, 
Harrison 1879-’86, and Roche 1887.88. Total, 
sixteen years. From the South Side only one 
Mayor has been elected—namely, Colvin, 
1874."75—and from the North Side one, Cregier 
for 1889. 90. The people of the West Side may 
be said to have controlled the nomination and 
election for sixteen years out of the twenty. 
That is, they have either chosen the Mayor or 
had that official conceded to them for four- 
fifths of the whole time that has elapsed since 
the fire divided the old Chicago from the new 
and wonderfully stimuiatea the growth of the 
West Side while thé other divisions were 
being rebuilt. 

Let us see by the side of this what are the 
facts of population. The last census gave for 
the South Division 223,226, or with the Towns 
of Hyde Park and Lake 413,922; for the 
North Division, 175,605, or with the addition 
of Lake View and Jefferson 238,764; and for 
the West Division 555,983. The people of the 
West Side number alittle less than half of 
the total of 1,208,669 souls credited to Chicago 


deepening it. But by cutting the narrow parts 
of the channel to the general width, by straight- 
ening some crooked places, and by making 
wider waterway openings at ali the bridges 
south of Madison street, about 250,000 cubiv 
feet can be got through. To widen the whole 
four miles—eutting down the warehouses 
along the banks and tearing away all the 
bridges to build larger ones—would cost far 
more for damages and expense than the means 
at the command of the Drainage Commission- 
ers would defray: The General Government 
will not permit a velooity of current to be es- 
tablished that would ruin navigation. The 
maximum of water that can be discharged by 
the South Branch does not exceed 250,000 
cubic feet per minute, A covered conduit 
four miles long can be constructed at a cost of 
a couple of millions along the middle of Thir- 
ty-vinth street from the lake to the new chan- 
nel which will convey 50,000 cubic feet, and that 
makes 300,000 cubie feet at ordinary lake level 
for both channels. 

To get 600,000 cubic feet a minute through 
the South Branch it would be neces sary to 
double its average width and to considerably 
widen the main river. The Transcript knows 
something of the lay of the land. It knows 
that the river and South Branch are lined part 
of the way by costly structures, which it would 
be necessary to sweep away. It has an idea of 
the value of dock property, even when not 
improved with buildings. It can see how such 
widening and deepening of the stream woulda 
call for costly new bridges, a readjustment of 
street approaches, and the construction of new 
docks. It can see how it would take 
several tens of millions to foot the 
bill. -The total expense might exceed 
fifty millions. The Transcript knows 
also that any such expenditure as this piled on 
top of a 0 or 40 million-doliar channel could 
not possibly be endured by the taxpayers. An 
outlay of 80 to 100 millions—it would take 
that much to furnish 600,000 cubic feet—would 
bankrupt the city. Aud, besides, it is wholly 
unnecessary, 

The fact is that part of the lawwhich is in- 
terpreted as requirmg the Chicago Sanitary 
District to furnish 600,000 cubic feet of Lake 
Michigan Water per minute was based upon 
the assumption that all that part of Cook 
County whose sewage drained naturally into 
the lake would be organized into one sanitary 
district. At the time the law was passed it 
could not be told whether that would be the 
case, but there was a ‘possibility of it. In 
order, however, to meet the different condi- 
tion of things which would exist if two or 
more sanitary districts were organized within 
the limits of this county, certain other pro- 
visions were inserted in the law. One of them 
is that any sanitary district may permit 
another district in the same county to drain 
into any channel which the former has 
made on such terms as maybe mutually 
agreed upon. This was meant to apply in case 
the Calumet basin was organized into a dis- 
tinct district and drained into the Chicago 
chantiel near the Sag. Then the law goes on 
to say: 

Provided, That. where the united flow of any 
sanitary districts thus coéperating [as the Chi- 


cago and Calumet districts may] shall pass into 
any channel constructed within the limits of the 


be less than 20,000 cubic feet of water per minute 
for each one hundred thousand of the aggregate 
of the population of the districts cooperating. 


Of the two possibilities recognized by the 
law the second and not the first has come to 
pass. There are to betwo sanitary districts, 
not one. Therefore only those clauses which 
assume the existence of two codperating dis- 
tricts are to be considered. The Chicago dis- 
trict cannot be called on to furnish single- 
handed a contribution of 600,000 cubic feet. 

Nor can the Chicago district be compelled 
to cut.a channel which shall be large enough 
for a portion of its length to accommodate the 
sewage of another district till it has been as- 
certained that that other district wants that 
accommodation. It has been assumed, but

Mr. Andrews informed ber, she writes, that 
he was about selling out his Standard Oil 
stocks and was going into @ much bigger 

ing, and he advised Mrs. Grant that — 
would be a great opportunity for the in vest- 
ment of her $56,000 at better ad van than 
in the Standard Oil stock if she would come 
in on the ground floor of the new enterprise. 

The scheme which Mr. Andrews referred to 
was the New York Steam company, the con- 
cern which keeps New York supplied with 
volcanoes in the streets and spurts its mingled 
sewer gas and steam into the nostrils of down- 
town pedestrians.

PEOPLE APPROVE OF A MOIST CLIMATE. 


Census Figures Showing the Spread of Pop- 
2% ulation Per Relative Humidity. 
Wasninetox; March 26.—The Census Office 
today issued a bulletin upon the subject of 
the distribution of population in accordance 
with mean relative humidity of the atmos- 
phere. The reason for publishing these sta- 
tistics is because of climatic influences on dis- 
eases. It shows that nearly all the population 
ot the United States breathes an atmosphere 
containing 65 to 75 per cent of its full capacity 
of moisture—that is, the atmosphere is from 
two-thirds to three-fourths saturated. In 1890 
57,086,000 out of 62,622,250 were found in this 
region, in 1880 46,559,000 out of 155, 
and in 1870 36, out of 38,558,371 10285 
The number of inhabitants living i in a drier 
atmosphere was at each census comparatively 
trifling, numbering in 1870 less than half a 
million, and in 1890 less than two millions. 
In the moister atmosphere were found larger 
numbers scattered along the gulf coast and 
the shores of Washington and Oregon. The 
most rapid increase, says the bulletin, has

CHARLES F. CHICKERING’S HONOR. 
His Voluntary Surrender of “ Miser Paine’s’’ 
$400,000—A Dramatic Scene in Court. 

New York World; March 25: The death of 
Charles F. Chickering, the piano manufactur- 
er, recalls one of the most remarkable inci- 
dents on record, 

James Henry Paine, who diea Dec. 23, 1885, 
in the attic of No. 177 Bleecker street, in this 
city, was known as Old Miser Paine.” He 
was the grand- nephew of Robert Treat Paine, 
one of the signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. For nearly thirty years prior to 
his death Paine was estranged from his family 
and lived absolutely on charity. For years he 
wandered about the city - half-starved, half- 
clothed, and half-crazy. But he was a mine of 
wealth in musical knowledge, possessing a 
fund of almost inexhaustible character. This
